Now, what is the common-sense oí the sub- 
ject? ‘Unemployment is general; there is an 
‘excessive amount of competition in every 
walk of life, an excessive number of ap- 
plicants for every vacant post. Is it fair for

provided with the necessaries of life, to keep 
some man or some spinster “ out of a job” 
order that she and hers may have more of the 
good things of this life than would otherwise 
fall to their lot? 

There are two points which must be taken 
singly before we can come: to any just con- 
clusion on the subject: one is that cases of 
exceptional ability are ruled out of the general 
inquiry; the other that the age of the woman's 
children must be taken into consideration. 

If a woman of exceptional talent or skill—a 
painter, let us, say, or a surgeon—marries, 
would seem wrong to deprive the world of a 
contribution to the genera] welfare which she 
alone can make, or which she can make in an 
ungsual degree; she may find herself ham- 
pered in the exercise of her profession and 
give it up voluntarily, bat she. should be free 
to do as her conscience directs and as circum- 
stances guide 


Bad Economy. 

On the other hand, there is much work that 
can be done by.one person as well as by 
another—clerical work, for instance; and in 
this case it is, especially in a crowded com- 
munity, bed economy for one family to ebsorb 
double earnings, thereby placing some other 
family or some individual at a disadvantage. 

“But why should we consider the economy 
of the situation rather than the rights of the 
individual?” says the feminist. again.

At yesterday’s sitting Dail Eireann passed several clauses of the 
focal Government (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 1923. A good deal of 
discussion took place regarding the superannuation which had been 
allowed by public bodies in the country which were going out of office, 
and the bill makes provision for a review of these cases. : 

An unsuccessful appeal was made to the Minister of Agriculture to 
devise means by which decrees which had been granted in the County 
Court against unpurchased tenants for arrears of rent would not be 
executed until the promised Land Bill was introduced.

GRANTS OF OUTDOOR RELIEF. 


From Ovr Own Reporrers. 

Mr. O'’Shannon (Louth-Meath) ved an 
amendment to insert before Section 10 in the 
local Government Bill a new section, making 

lawful for a local authority to grant ont- 
door relief, inclading any relief in substitation 
for outdoor relief, to a person, notwithstand- 
ing that the person was in occupation of more 
than one-quarter of an acre of land. 

Mr. Hughes (Louth-Meath) seconded the 
amendment. 

The Minister for Local Government (Mr. 
sivthe) said that he had no objection to the 

rincipal of the amendment; indeed, it was 

nplied in the whole of the schemes that the 
har of a quarter of an acre should be removed. 
He thought that that bar would be taken 
away, and that other bars must be removed, 
because distress must be relieved. Of course, 
on the other hand, there must be checks to 
prevent abuse. If the deputy would be aatis- 
fied, he would undertake to bring in an 
amendment which, he believed, would meet 
Lhe case. 

Mr. w Shannon said that after hearing the 
statement of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment he would withdraw the amendment. 

Mr. Figgis (Dablin County) withdrew an 
amendment which stood in his name, to insert 
before Section 10 a new section, making it 
lawful to afford home help to the destitute 
occupiers of more than one-quarter of a 
statute acre of land, and not exceeding one 
statute acre of land. 


SUPERANNUATION, 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that he regerded Section 10 as being one of the 
most important sections of this bill, because 
if they had not Section 10 they would have a 
very wupsatisfactory state of affairs in the 
country. The 1919 Act certainly never con- 
templated the large number of amalgamations 
which took place under the NA MTE 
scheme, and it worked out rather badly. The 
Koards of Guardians who granted the super- 
annuations were going out of office, and the 
superannuations were a county-at-large charge. 
These Boards were not di to exercise 
the discretion that they should have exercised, 
and in many cases, accordingly, the full super- 
annuation was allowed. There was no power 
to review these cases, because no case of dis- 
pute arose. 

The Local Government Department, in a 
circular which was issued when the amalga- 
mation scheme was bejng taken up, stated that 
they would sanction a 50 per cgnt. addition 
to the actual number of years served by an 
eficial whose office was being abolished. 
Where local authorities had added more than 
that the department refused sanction. The 
reeult would be that if a clause like Clause

Mr. Johnson (Dublin County) moved an 
amendment to Sub-Section ó of Section 10, 
which deals with the superannuation of 
officers whose offices are abolished.

titled to receive from the local authority an 
allowance, not exceeding two-thirds of the 
salary, fees, and emoluments which he or she 
was in receipt of at the time of his or her 
resignation.”’

‘‘In the clothing group there was a decrease 
of 2.0 per cent. im mid-January as compared 
with mid-October. The fall in clothing prices 
was fairly general; the figures show that men’s 
and boys’ clothing decreased, but there were 
slight increases in the average prices of 
women’s coats and costumes. The prices of 
boots for all classes—men’s and boys’, women’s 
and cirls’—showed a decrease. 

“In connection with the mid-October cost 
of living figures, no inquiry was made into 
changes in rents as betwéen June and October, 
1922. It was thought possible that changes 
might have occurred after the begmning of 
this year, and investigations were accordingly 
made by rate cofiectors in the different parts 
of the country, whe were requested to farnish 
particulars of the rents in January, 1923, for 
the same places for which they had furnished 
the actnal rents in June of last year. 

“The returns received showed scarcely any

OTHER AMENDMENTS. 


The Minister accepted an amendment moved 
by Mr. C. M. O'Byrne, providing that where 
an officer was within three months after the 
abolition of his office appointed to a pension- 
able ofice under a county scheme, the salary 
and emoluments of which were not leas than 
the salary and emoluments of his previous 
office, be should not be entitled by right in 
relation; to superannuation,: but should, for 
pension purposes, be entitled to add his period 
of service with the local authority to his sub- 
sequen} service under the county scheme, or 
otherwise. 7 

The Minister oí Local Government, in re- 
jecting an amendment moved by Alderman 
William O’Brien, said that the scheme for 
armalgamation of offices would not interfere 
with medical officers. The dispensaries would 
remain as they were, and medical officers 
would not be interefered with. The same 
applies to midwives of @ dispensary district 
and of anion hospitals. 

The Minister accepted an amendment moved 
by Mr. RF. O'Dea, to provide that any official 
of a Board of Guardians who was also an 
official of a Rural District Counci) should he 
entitled, on the determination of his office 
under a Board of Guardians, to retire as 
vffiicial under a Rural District Council on the 
same terms as if that office also had been 
ebolished. 


PROTECTING THE RATEPAYERS. 


The Minster for Local Government, deel- 
ing with a p to delete Sub-section ó of 
Ciasse 10, moved by Alderman A. Byrne, 
said that it would be a scandal to allow a 
large number of people with less than 15 
yeers’ service to mulct the rates to the extent 
of two-thirds of their salary for the remainder 
of their lives. The bill provided amply for 
oftcials whose offices had n abolished. It 
legalised amalgamations already carried 
through. They had to protect the ratepayers 
from undue grants of compensation by local 
bedies that were going out of existence. That 
action had to be ratified, and if it was not 
ratified there must be an enormous crop of 
litigation. There was no bias against the 
ficals. Deputy O’Byrne had himself brought 
to the notice of the Department cases of per- 
sons being granted scandalously large com- 
pensation. 

Alderman O’Byrne objected to retrospec- 

‘tive legislation, which would deprive a num- 
ber of officials, after having accepted the 
word of a council, of the compensation 
promised them. 

The Minister for Local Government ‘said 
that all the officials were aware that tke 
department would not agree to more than 
50 per cent. being added to the actual years 
of service 

Mr. Johnson said that when a pension was 
stopped because an officer received new em- 
yroyment under a local body, it was not right 
that this new employment should be con- 
adered temporary and non-pensionable.

.Mr.. Wilson (Kildare and Wicklow) raised 
the question of decrees made by County Court 
«Judges for arrears of rent in the case of un- 

urchased tenants, These writs, he said, had 

een issued while the Dail was passing legisla- 
tion, allowing tenant farmers to pay their 
rents in we Fon and while, at the same 
time, the Minister for Agriculture, was pre- 
paring a bill for the settlement of this ques- 
tion, which they all hoped would be settied 
once and for all. This question of holding up 
rents was spoken of as a form of irreguiarism. 
But it was nothing of the sort. It was due 
to economic causes. In England the farmers 
had lost on tillage, and the evidence before 
the Agricultural Commission showed that 
there had been a loss of £5; on 
ewty aro of land that was tilled 
last year. The barley-growers placed 
the lows at £35 10s. per acre. The cause of 
the loss was largely due to the question of 
wages. 

He did not object. ta the wages that, were 
paid, but the fact- was that they left the 
farmer no profit on his products. ‘The dis- 
order that prevailed in. the country hed 
destroys the markets, and the destruction of 
creameries had resulted in huge wastage of 
milk, and consequent loss. He appealed to 
the Minister to make some provision by 
which the decrees to which he (Mr. Wilson) 
had ailuded should not be executed until at 
least the Land Bill was produced. 

Mr. McGoldrick (Farmers’ Party) pressed 
the claims of the unpurchased tenants whom 
their landlords would not permit to purchase, 
and who could only go at intervalato the Land 
courts. He thought that the Government 
should place these farmers in the same posi- 
tion as the rest of the farming community. 
He held that it was the consensus of opinion 
by people who knew the facts that all such 
decrees should come under the clause in the 
Sheriffs Bill He thought that the Cabinet 
should see that this clause was made opera- 
tive in regard to such decrees, beeause they 
inflicted a hardship in numberless cases. 


POSITION IN THE WEST. 


Mr. Sears supported the views of the 
Farmers’ Party. He said that a special 
enactment had been passed in that House 
for people evading their lawful debte, and 
certain others were coming under the lash 
for whom it was never intended. (Laughter 
from Labour benches). Largely the unpur- 
chased tenants in the West lived upon un- 
econ nic holdings, and the Minister for Agrfi- 
culture, in the promised bill, proposed to put 
these men on an economic footing. It would 
be & very cruel thing to apply the whip in 
their case. They were now particuiarly 
hard hit by the depression resylting from the 
late war, and the depression in Ireland from 
the activities of the irregulars.. Fairs had 

destroyed, and roads and bridges 
broken, and these men were in a very poor 
condition, and then there was the question 
raised by Deputy McGoldrick—why should 
not these men be placed in the position of 
the tenants who had bought out?

MISS MARY McDONNELL. 


We regret to announce the death of Miss 
Mary McDonnell, which occurred at her 
residence, 18 Clyde road, Dublin, on Thursday 
evening. 

Miss McDonnell, who was the daughter of 
the late Mr. Luke J. McDonnell, D.L., of 
Merrion square, was in her sixty-ninth year. 
Her life was spent almost entirely in Dublin, 
and was devoted largely to works of charity 
and philanthropy. Forty-five years ago she 
inaugurated penny dinners for the poor—the 
first ever given in Ireland. She was actively 
interested in the administration of the Dis- 
tressed [rish Ladies’ Fund, the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Families’ Fund, the St. Laurence’s 
Fund for Nurses, Lady Dudley’s Nursing 
Scheme, and the Irish Nurses’ Tribute, as 
well as several funds in connection with the 
great war.

The Cost of Living. 


The cost of living in the Free State 
remains virtually stationary. Last October 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
reported that it was 89 points higher than 
in July, 1914; to-day the Ministry reports 
that by the middle of January the index 
figure had risen by one point. In other 
words, the cost of living is 90 per cent. 
higher than it was before the. war. The 
movements during the last three months 
have been almost imperceptible. There 
have been slight increases in the food and 
rent groups, and slight decreases in the 
clothing, fuel, light, and “ miscellaneous '' 
groups. Most of the increases have been 
of a “seasonal” character, Milk and 
butter must be dearer in the winter time, 
when the cows must be stall-fed, and these 
two items acconnt for the greater part of 
the increase. Te& costs more than it cost 
four months ago, but the prices of bacon 
and potatoes show a decrease. One might 
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think that when the- Rent Restriction Aci | 


was still in force the figures for rent would 
not vary. The Ministry’s calculations, 
however, take into account the slight 
fluctuations in rates. There has been a 
fall of two per óen. in the cost of clothes. 
Taken as a whole the return is disappoint- 
ing. In England the return to the far-off 
condition known as “normal” has been 
more marked, and it is dificult to under- 
stand why the Irish figures should lag 
behind. Probably the reason lies in a 
combination of circumstances. First of all 
tRere is Labour s reluctance to accept re- 
ductions in wages. There have been mora 
negotiations, strikes and threats of strikes 
on this score in Ireland than in either 
England or Scotland. While wages remain 
at a high—in many cases an uneconomic— 
level the employers’ costs will remain 
high, and he must recoup himself from the 
only available source—that long suffering 
individual, the consumer. Some means 
must be found of breaking this vicious 
circle. A general fall in wages would be 
followed almost automatically by an in- 
crease in the purchasing valuo of the 
pound, and—provided there was no attempt 
at exploitation—everybody would benefit 
by it. Another, and equally potent, cause 
of high costs is to be found in the cupidity 
of certain classes of shopkeepers. Nobody 
who has read the evidence that has been 
given before the Commission of Prices can 
have failed to reach the conclusion that 
“profiteering ” is still rampant in some 
trades. We can expect no relief from this 
evil except by Government action, and it 
is to be hoped that the Commission will be 
able to suggest some effective scheme for 
keeping profits within due bounds. 
Nobody has a right to exploit the people's 
needs,-and it is the Government's duty to 
foil the plans of any misguided person who 
would try to do so. The third, and 
greatest, cause of the high cost of living, 
however, is to be found in the 
condition of the country. Traders have 
no security; they find it difficult to 
get credit from British mannfacturers, and 
many of them must pay cash before goods 
are delivered to them.

Coal in Tyrone. 


The Irish people have heard a great deal 
about coal mimes from time to time, and 
are naturally inclined to be rather scep- 
tical when they hear some new seam 
which: is likely to make the nation’s 
fortune. The seam which has been dis- 
covered in County Tyrone, however, 
appears, in the jargon of the day, to be a 
“ business proposition,’’ and, what is, 
haps, even of greater importance, the firm 
which has interested itself in the proposal] 
to work the seam, is taking off its coat 
in real earnest. 
gannon Rural District Council yesterday 
Mr. Moss, who is Samuel Kelly’s 
manager, announced that special miners 
were being brought over to Ireland trom 
the British coal-fields to develop the Coal- 
island seam, and that a large number of 
new houses were about to be built for 
their accommodation. That looks like 
business. In twelve months, he said, the 
management hopes that at least 500 tons 
of coal will be brought to the surface every 
day, and when the miries are in full swing 
some 400-500 new houses will be needed to 
shelter the workers at the pits. The Dun- 
gannon District Council has been asked to 
undertake sewage work and the provision 
of an adequate water supply for the new 
village. The expense of such an wnder- 
taking would be very great, and the Dun- 
gannon Council has decided to postpone 
consideration of the scheme for the time 
being. If the coal is as good as the ex- 
perts declare it to be, the Tyrone pits will 
be an enormous asset to the nation. In 
the past most of the schemes for the pro- 
duction of Irish coal have failed, for one 
reason or another, to yield practical re- 
sults, and even the Tyrone pudding must 
be eaten before real worth 
proved. The business-like way whieh 
the matter has been taken up, however, 
augurs well for its success, and the nation 
will await the result of the experiment 
with the keenest interest.

‘DR. JOHNSON’S RULES. 


THE ART OF CONVERSATION. 


, Apt observations by Dr. Johnsom were 
freely quoted by Professor E. T. Campagnac, 
of Liverpool University, in his lecture on 
“The Art of Conversation,’ at Alexandra 
College, Dublin, yesterday. Four rules for 
conversation, he said, were implied by 
Johnson :—There must in the first place be 
knowledge, there must be materials. In the 
second place, there must be a command of 
words. In the third place, there must be 
imagination, to place things in such views as 
they are not commonly,seen in; and, in the 
fourth place, there must be presence of mind 
and a resolution that is not to be overcome 
by failures. 

There was nothing, perhaps, which annoyed 
a man more Jn conversation than another's 
brilliancy. “ There nothing, to quote 
Johnson, ‘by which a man eXasperates most 
people more than by displaying a superior 
ability or brilliance in conversation. They 
seem pleased at the time, but their envy 
makes them curse him at their hearts.” 

Conversation, said the lecturer, implied * 
certain “give and take;” it was concerted 
discourse—the play and inf®rplay of several 
minds. Dealing with irrelevancies in conver- 
sation, the lecturer remarked that almost any- 
body could make a sneech or offer a discourse, 

-but he has often found people who could 
appear happily ridiculous. To appear happily 
en Ho would be to contribute a good deal 
to the welfare of the human race. To be 
able to keep up a delightful flow of irrelevan- 
cies was contributing to the delight of one’s 
neighbour. 

“ The happiest conversation,’” according to 
Johnson, “‘ was that of which nothing was 
distinctly remembered but a general efáe-t 
of leasing impression. :

GRADING OF BUTTER AND EGGS. 

Mr. W. McMahon, Manchester, who gave 
evidence, said that he favoured the New Zea- 
land system of grading of butter. There 
were three grades. ijt was his experience 
that Irish butter deteriorated, but Danish and 
New Zealand butter could be kept íor six 
months, In his opinion pasteurisation was 
essential in addition io grading, as non- 
pasteurised butter would deteriorate within 
seven days, whereas, in the Case of  pas- 
teurised. the butter would ‘keep from six to 
seven weeks. Another important question was 
that of moisture. The Australian and Danish 
contained 13 per cent., and the Irish butter 
16 per cent. In order to produce batter from 
pusteurised milk & little more trouble would 
be necessary, but if they wanted to periect 
their system of pyoduction he considered pas- 
teurising essential. In many centres in Eng- 
land there was a great demand for unsalted 
butter, and on account “of lrelund’s Sa 
that trade should be captured. e never 
had complaint as tegards any samples oi 
lrish butter.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 
A HARDY ANNUAL 
IN THE COMMONS, 


IRISH PROPORTIONAL 
REPRESENTATION, 


From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY CURHEBPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

That hardy annual, Proportional Repfesenta- 
tion, has this year made an early appearance 
in Parliament. This afternoon, thé first Fri- 
day on which private members have an oppor- 
tunity of preseriting bills, was devoted to 
a discussion of a measure, for which Mr. 
Morris, the National Liberal member for 
Bristol, was primarily responsible, conferring 
upon local authorities the power to adopt the 
principle of “ P.R."’ in connection with their 
elections. The election could be either triennial 
or annual, as the authorities themselves might 
choose. 

There were all the usual arguments in 
favour of a change in the present system, 2 1 
the promoters of the bill claimed that tae 
adoption of “ P.R.” in local erections would 
conduce to efficiency, economy, and, above all, 
to the fair representation of minorities. 

Major Morrison Bell, in seconding the 
motion for eecond reading, scouted the idea 
that “ P.R.”’ was too complicated for the 
electorate, and he pointed to the case of 
Northern Ireland, PF mee, he said that in the 
cg anyon representation elections less than 
0 per cent, of the voting papers were spoilt, 
But, perhaps, the hon. member made his 
= point when he quoted Sir Frederick 
janbury in support f the bill. 

The mere fact, he considered, was sufficient 
to convince the House that no revolationary 
or undesirable resulis were likely to flow from 
the adoption of a system of proportional repre- 
sentation. i 

Then come the case against the Dill, “This 
was put forward by Mr. Hurst, the Con- 
servative Member for Moeside, who, in moving 
the rejection, remarked that it was a little 
strange that the House, which was lected 
to inaugurate a reign of tranquility, should 
be asked to pass a bili to subvert one of the 
established principles. of the constitution, 
which had been in evidence since the reign 
of Edward I. The argument in itself did not 
seem greatly to impress the House, so t 
hon member proceeded to the more cognate 
learning that ‘‘P.R.’’ would inevitably lead 
to compacts becween parties, and to log-rolling 
and wire-pulling. It would aim a severe biow 
at purity in volitics, and efficiency in Govern- 
ment. 

Another opponent to the bill was Mr. Gil- 
bert, who quoted the case of a Glasgow school 
board election last year, when the counting 
of. votes under the system of “P.R.,” by a 
staff of 400 enumerators occupied from nine 
o'clock on Satarday morning anti] about ore 
o'clock or Sunday morning, The net result of 
all this labour was a variation of only threo 
members between the first and final coants.

appealed. to others it did not,

It is officially announced that “the re- 
port that eighteen cattle trespassing on 
the lands of Mr. T. F. Lewin near ‘Tuam 
were seized by National troops and sent to 
Dublin for disposal had a sequel last evening, 
when a telegram was received by Mr. Lewin, 
who has resided in Dublin since his house was 
burned. The telegram was signed by Mr. 
McDonagh, solicitor, and stated-—-‘ Tenants re- 
quest you will please try and have cattle re- 
turned. Are prepared to pay reasonable fine.’ 
As the action had not been decided on by 
Mr. Lewin, he referred the matter to the 
Irish Free State, and the following telegram 
was sent to Mr. McDonagh by the Minister 
for Home Affairs :— 

“Your wire to Mr. Lewin. The stock in 
question was seized by National troops as a 
military action demanded by existing con- 
ditions in country. They will be sold, and 
proceeds held to meet Mr. Lewin’s compensa- 
tion award. The alternative would be that 
decent, law-abiding people would be mulcted 
in compensation for damage of this kind. -

Three post-offices within a six-mile radius 
of Dundalk were visited on Thursday night 
by armed men. In at least one case the 
raiders were armed with rifles. which thev 
carried on their shoulders, This was at 
Blackrock, a seaside village three miles from 
the town. For this attack the most elaborate 
arrangements had been made. H reads 
leading to the village were held by the armed 
men, who also cut the telegraph wires in 
three places on the Haggardstown road. Ii 
is presumed that the object was to obtain 
the old-age pension money, which is paid out 
‘on Fridays. The postmistress (Mrs. Casey) 
and her sister (Mrs. Fitzgerald) were ordered 
out while the raiders searched the place. 
About £6, all of it belonging to the pust- 
mistress was taken, as well as some stamps. 
Incilnded in the money taken was some £3, 
the proceeds of a gollection for the new 
Catholic chapel about to be erected at 
Hagzaidstown. 

About the same time raids were made on 
the ‘sub-offices at Louth and Channonrock.

' STATEMENT. 


Speaking. at a meeting last night of the 
Unionist Labour Association of Derry, Mr. 
J. 'M. Andrews, Minister of Labour oí 
Northern Ireland, said that he knew how 
vitally interested they were in the boundary 
question. y 

Do not, he declared, believe all the rumours 
which you hear in this connection. Rest as- 
sured that your Government will never give 
up the historic City of Derry. To put it very 
frankly, I have no hesitation in saying that 
you are just as secure in your position in the 
six counties as, for instance, the City of Bel- 
fast. Attempts may be made by the Southern 
Government, wandering in the mists of Celtic 
twilgpt, to establish some kind of Customs 
barriee between Southern Ireland, ourselves, 
and Great Britain. This would be a two- 
edged \word which our Government and the 
Imperial Government could easily wield with 
disastrous results against the Free State. 

I hope, however, that the ramours m this 
connection are false, for such a struggle would 
be as unnecessary as it is undesirable. I 
would much prefer to see the two Govern- 
ments going forward in friendly rivalry, each 
striving for the welfare of its own part of our 
island e.

MINISTER’S REPLY TO 
RECENT CRITICYSMS. 

Mr. Henry B. Murray, J.P., Deguty Chair-

He appealed to 
members to induce their friends to join.

Mr. F. H. Maclean then moved, and Mr. 
Alexander A. Cameron, J.P., seconded, the 
following resolution — “Phat Mr. J.. Milne 
Barbour, M.P., be elected President for. the 
ensuing year, and that the following be 
elected to fill vacancies caused by death and 
retirement in rotation from the Vice-Prest- 
dency :—The Juke af Abercorn, H.M.L; 
Mr. Henry B. Murray, J.P:; Viscount Mas- 
sereene and Ferrard, H.M.L.; Colonel the 
Right Hon. G. Sharman-Crawford, D.L., 
C.B.E.; and Sie Samuel Kelly; K.B.E.”’ 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The new President, having paid tribute to 
the services of Cvlonel Sharman-Crawford in 
the chair, said that he was impressed by 
the fact that the output of eggs and butter 
exceeded in money importance the output in 
their shipbuilding yards. What encouraged 
him so much was the fact that the cuidance 
and supervision of agriculture in their pro- 
vince was now right at their own doors. and 
that the Right Hon. E. M. Archdale pre- 
sided over its destinies. 


INCREASED PRODUCTION, 


The Minister of Agriculture (Mr. Archdale) 

made relerence to the observations of Mr. 
BP. Thomson, the Canadian Food Controller. 
Thomson seemed to think that they in 
and Ireland had not advanced at all 
| last twenty years, and that they ought. 
to put their shoulders to the wheel. Mr. Arch- 
dale believed that Ulster had gone quite as far 
as Canada had done. In the past twenty years 
they had made an increase of more than 17 
per cest. in production; they had increased 
the poultry and egg output by more than 
fifteen millions a year; they had increased 
their potato produce over three millions on 
the same acreage of land, and still the Cana- 
dian Food Controller said that they were 
doing nothing, and urged them to emulate 
Canada. He defied anyone to say, further- 
more, that there were harder-working farmers 
to be found anywhere than within the Six 
Gonnties. The increase in produce in Ireland 
had hardiv been excelled anywhere. 

Referring to the Irish cattle restrictions, 
the Northern Minister of Agriculture raid one 
would think that. although Ireland was free 
from foot-2nd-mouth disease, Irish cattle would 
carry disease all over England, whilst English 
cattle could go about as they liked. It was 
perfect nonsense, a they would continne 
to press for a removal of the idiotic restric 
tion.

DESTROYED.

Desatt' Court, the Itish residence of the 
Earl. of Desart, about five miles from Kil- 
kenny, was set on fire by armed men on Thars- 
day night, and almost completely destroyed, 
only portion of the residence being saved. It 
was one of the most beautiful mansions in the 
South of Ireland, and stood in the centre of a 
handsomely wooded demesne. , 

The Earl of Desart, it is understood, is 
present away in England. It was his custom 
to reside for a considerable portion of the 
year at Desart Court. He took a great in- 
terest in agricultural matters, and was 
popular among all classes. 

The Earl is not identified in any way with 
the present political struggle in this country. 

The Dowager Countess of Desart, who is 
a member of the Irish Free State Senate, is his 
sister-in-law, and his brother was the late 
Captain the Hon. Otway Cuffe, who for a long 
time before his death was prominently con- 
nected with the Gaelic League and the Irish 
industrial revival movement. The Kilkenny 
Woollen Mills and Woodworkers, and other 
local industries were founded by the joint 
efforts of the Dowager Countess of Desart and 
Captain Cuffe. It is well known that their 
practical efforts on behalf of the Irish indus- 
trial revival movement had the hearty support 
of the Earl of Desart, whose. residence has now 
been reduced to ashes. 

Bessborough House, the beautiful mansion 
of the Earl of Bessborough, at Piltown, Co. 
Kilkenny, was virtually destroyed by fire on 
Thursday night. The Earl and his family were 
not at home. The servants got only a few 
minutes’ time to leave the house. Only out- 
ae saved, The damace is estimated 
at £30,000.

LIGHTS ON MOTOR VEHICLES. 

TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS 

Str,—This morning, in the Southern Police 
Court, motorists were fined for not having tl 
rear number plate on their car illumi 
half an hour after sunset. 

It is not generally known that thia is re 
quired to be dane, as is evident from the 
fact that the Press agd almanacs usually state 
that lighting-up. time is one hour after 
sunset, and it has been, up to lately generally 
accepted as the rule. The fact remains that 
it is not so. 

In a case to-day a defendant produced a 
copy of a Dublin evening paper to show the 
bona fides of his mistake, but this evidence 
that his mistake was a purely unwitting wne 
did not prevent him being fined. The law, 
as it stands at present, is that side lamps and 
red tail lamps must be illuminated one hour 
after sunset, but the number plate must be 
illominated half an hour after sunset. 

This latter regulation, originally introduced 
under D.O.R.A., was continued by Road 
Vehicles (Registration and Licensing Rezula- 
tion, 1921, Section 25.1), and is practically 
unknown to motorists, and presumably 
hitherto to the police.—Yours, etc.,

No policy could be more short-sighted or 
more calculated to perpetuate slum conditions. 
At present a latge number of families able to 
pay arent of irom 10s, to £1 per week are living 
in tenement rooms because they can find no 
other shelter. H all these families were pro- 
vided with houses of the kind that they want. 
and are ready to pey for, the decreased de. 
mand for tenement rooms would mean at once 
more space and lower rents for the poorer 
people.

I have seen two tits asleep on a nest, when 
the little male had both his wings expanded, 
one covering his little wife. Both were so 
sound asleep that they did not-hear the lid 
of the nesting box being opened. Every 
right thinking person, barring a gardener, 
loves a tit. But, alas for the peas!, Every 
year the enraged gardener swears that be- 
fore next spring he will plug up those holes 
in the garden wall. Bot when he has for- 
gotten the peas, the tits delight him once 
more by their funny little antics, and the 
holes remain. At four o'clock, bright and 
early in the morning, comes that joyous tit, 
and rip go the pods and fat grow the babies. 
Nets mean nothing: to him for he is small, 
and clappers and scarecrows less, for he is 
brave. You. must decide between tits and

Then you see eight fat babies just fledged and 
minus any tails, reared principally on your 
peas you will be inclined to agree with the 
gardener who now allows grudgingiy. thet

peas they pay for their keep fm the amount of 
insects they devour. Their epecies caunot be 
identified by the eggs, for all tite’ eggs are 
much the same, white in ground colour, with 
a ring or band of reddish spote near 
the larger end, and before being blown 
affused with delicate oran pink, 

shell being so transparent that 

yoke colours it. The Coal Tit, how- 
ever, seldom uses feathers in ite nests, while 
the blue habitually does se. 

The Great Tit will hiss like a snake if ang 
attempt is made to interfere with ita nest 
while it is sitting. and will continue to 
ehuffle itself forward with each hiss till it 
sinks back on its nest exhausted. In this 
garden one year no sooner had the tit reared 
its family than it let its honse for the re- 
mainder of the season to a mouse, who reared 
& fine little family in the cosy nest, a friendly 
currant bush acting as a ladder. Twelve 
little eyes like pin-heads unmoving}y 
and unwinkingly till the intruder had with- 
drawn.

‘‘as the bare mind of science first applied 
to politics interpreted by that spirit 
of logical intensity ... .

His 
watchword’ is Reality, and not Negation, 43 
everybody in pious horror hastened to aasert.”’ 
But as the hero of the novel was mias- 
understood, perhaps, ajao, shall we say, 
secretly hated for his courage, so the 
author of tie novel was misunderstood.

HEN the 
W Smyrna in May, 1919, the . mihtary 
strength of Turkey consisted of 60,000 


men in some 16 very thin divisions. Most of 
these troops were in the interior of Asia 
Minor, and were destined eventually in- great 
part to be disbanded. The problem for the 
Lfurks—the Angora party, since Consanti- 
nople problems were solved by Allied Com- 
missioners—was to make head against the 
Greeks without definitely breaking the terms 
of the Armistice, and bringing down 
the vengeance of England, France, and 
Italy. How was the problem solved ? 

In the first placé Mustapha Kemal, a good 
soldier and an honest patriot, was sent into 
Kurdistan to lav hands on what solditrs he 
could find, and hold them together aa a force 
“in being.” At Erzerum in July, and at 
Sivas in September, he got political authorisa- 
tion for this, calling the new formations the 
Army of National Defence. The number of 
nominal divisions was still 16. 

Simultanvousiy with this, local ‘* bands ” 
were formed to tight the Greeks in the West, 
and also the French in the Cilician Mountains, 
whither thev had gone to cover the organisa-

A Harried Bath. 


These measures having been 
chance of their being necessarv. we awaited 
during thirty-six hours the events of Wednes- 
day morning with a doubting but expectant 
curiosity.

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APPORTIONING THE AWARD. 


Before Mr. Justice Samuels yesterday, the 
case of the Freeman’s Journal (1919), » ve 
the Corporation of Dublin and the 
Council of Dublin was ed on the qnestion 
of the apportionment as between the City of 
Dublin and the County of Dublin of the 
award of £44,809 and costs dona 
from the.Recorder by Mr, Justice Samuels to 
the plaintiff we for the attack on their 
premises. The Recorder had apportioned his 
award equally between the city and county, 
and Mr. Justice Samuels had adjourned the 
argument on the appeal of the County Council 
on the question of the apportionment. 

Mr. . G. Shannon {instructed by Mr. 
Thomas Early), for the Count Council, sub- 
mitted that the City of Dublin should bear 
the entire amount of this award. 

Mr. Lardner, K.C. (instructed ‘by Mr. 
Ignatius J. Rice), who appeared for the Cor- 

ration, said that he did not think that his 
leedahip had any evidence which would entitle 
him to alter the decision of the der. 

Mr. Justice Sammels, in giving judgment, 
said that he could not yield to the contention 
that the whole of this amount shou!d be levied 
upon the City of Dublin, because there was no 
evidence before him as to who the persons 
were who perpetrated this outrageous and 
malevolent criminal injury. One could not 
close his eyes as to what must be judicial 
knowledge. Besides, there was a certain 
amount of evidence before him as to the 
character of this depredation ; and one came to 
the conclusion, as had been stated by Mr. 
Healy in his opening statement, that the 
outrage had been carried out by an organisa- 
tion operating practically from the Four 
Courts. They knew perfectly well that this 
was a miscellaneous collection of persons taken 
from distant parts of lreland—there might 
have been some citizens of Dublin and persons 
from the county amongst them—hostile to the 
Free State and hostile to the citizens of Dublin 
and to the people of the country. And neither 
of these suffering bodies could have done any- 
thing apparently to control these operations, 
except through the operation of the military 
power of the Free State, to put down this 
criminal] association. The Criminal! Injury 
Acts, when framed, could not have contem- 
plated such @ condition of affairs as that of 
which he had judicial knowledge. 

The valuation of the county at large was 
£895,780, and the total valuation of the city 
was £1,159,921; and Mr. Shannon told him 
that the respective proportions were two- 
fifths and three-fifths, and that these pro- 
portions had been already adopted by 
the Lord Chief Justice and Lord Justice 
Moore. He (Mr. Justice Samuels) thought 
these were the proper proportions. If the 
Executive should make any arrangement under 
which charges such as this should fall upon 
the Free State as a whole apart from the par- 
ticular locality or localities in which those 
injuries had occurred that course would, it 
seemed to him, be peculiarly appropriate. But 
that was a matter entirely for the Executive 
and the Legislature, and was not one that he 
could judicially deal with, except to express 
the view that having regard to what had ap- 
peared before him of the character of this out- 
rage, it was not one which the citizens of Dub- 
lin and the people of the County of Dublin 
could under any circumstances be held 
citizens to have had the power of controlling 
themselves. In those circumstances he would 
direct that the city should bear three-fifths 
and the county two-fifths of the total award.
